chartered banks of the country. And 
there is more than one reason for 
this tendency. In the first place, the 
chartered banks afford easier facili- 
ties for both opening accounts and 
withdrawing deposits. In the second 
place, banks are more numerous than 
post offices, there being, in addition 
to the head offices, something like 
2,500 branches scattered throughout 
the country. As a matter of fact, a 
branch bank is to be found within 
a few minutes’ walk of most city 
and town homes. Still another fac- 
tor that is helping to turn deposits 
from the post office to the chartered 
banks is the newspaper advertising 
which the latter employ for the pur- 
pose of attracting savings. 

While during the six-year period 
there was a decline of 16 per cent. 
in the savings deposits with the 
post office;-there was, on the other 
hand, an increase of over 100 per 
cent. in those with the chartered 
banks, the iatter amounting to 
$1,262,746,984, compared with 
$626,199,470 at the close of 1913. 

The post office savings banks have, 
however, well served their time and 
generation, having come into exist- 
ence 62 years ago, when there was 
great need of them. Great Britain, 
the mother of the postal savings 
bank system, only preceded Canada 
in their establishment by about seven 
years. As a miatter of fact, Canada 


- is one of the pioneers in respect to 


the postal savings bank system, none 
of the other countries of Europe hav- 
ing adopted it until some years after 
ashe had made her first venture.

1’ Angus McDonell, of Ray, brought | 
to the Bulletin office on Thursday a 
box of strawberties grown in his! 
garden. All the berries were large, | 
but one of them measured four and) 
a half inches around. “The berries | 
are of the ever-bearing variety. Mr. 
McDonnell set out 75 plants last sea- 
son, in ground that had been fallow- 
ed the year before. They were placed | 
in two rows. The rows were two 
fect apart, and the plants were_two 
feet apart in the rows. They grew 
well last season and some blossoms 
came but they were not allowed to 
produce fruit. No mulch was placed 
over the plants last fall, but they 
wintered safely. They have had no 
fetilizer this season but have been 
carefully weeded and hoed. They are 
fruiting abundantly, about a box of 
berries to a plant. The flavor is ex- 
cellent, being much better than that 
of the coast berries as they come on 
the market here—Edmonton Bulletin.
